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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  —  1983 

This  past  year  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
To  report  the  selectmen's  entire  workload  would  not  be  possible 
in  a  short  report.   We  would  like  to  summarize  some  of  the  ac- 
complishments of  the  year. 

We  met  with  Granite  State  Electric  and  found  by  changing 
our  mercury  street  lights  to  sodium  vapor  there  would  be  a  sub- 
stantial savings  in  our  light  bill  by  doing  so.   As  of  this  date 
we  have  replaced  seventy-three  lights. 

Our  Fire  Department  is  of  great  concern  to  all  taxpayers. 
Many  questions  are  addressing  this  department.   To  better  under- 
stand some  problems  and  what  alternatives  there  are;  the  select- 
men asked  the  Tuck  School  of  Engineering  to  do  a  student  study 
of  our  Fire  Department.   The  Dartmouth  students  composed  a  study 
of  interesting  conclusions. 

The  selectmen  have  applied  for  a  grant  to  buy  land  and  con- 
struct a  building  for  the  better  health  and  welfare  of  our  senior 
citizens . 

We  were  awarded  a  matching  funds  Historic  Preservation 
Grant,  to  paint  and  put  a  new  roof  for  the  Town  Library  and  His- 
toric Museum. 

We  have  been  informed  that  a  feasibility  study  grant  that 
we  applied  for,  has  been  awarded  so  as  to  address  the  Town's  sew- 
erage situation. 

Our  administrative  assistant  resigned  this  past  November. 
In  advertising  for  a  replacement  we  received  twenty-eight  re- 
sumes.  Besides  the  selectmen,  we  appointed  three  outside  persons 
to  assist  us  with  the  interviews.   We  have  reached  a  mutual 
agreement  for  the  replacement. 

We  wish  to  take  this  time  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  the 
people  who  have  taken  the  time  and  interest  to  serve  the  communi- 
ty in  various  capacities  and  the  dedicated  employees  of  the  Town 
of  Canaan.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state  forest  fire  pre- 
vention and  control  program  leads  the  nation  in  least  acres  burn- 
ed per  forest  fire.   Less  than  one-half  acre  per  fire  statewide 
average. 

At  the  town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  responsible  for 
the  prevention  and  control  of  all  grass  and  woods  fires  when  the 
ground  is  not  snow  covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town  level  by  issu- 
ing a  written  permit  for  every  fire  that  is  to  be  kindled  on  the 
ground  out  of  doors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 
Each  person  wishing  to.  have  an  outside  fire  must  obtain  this 
written  permit  from  the  town  Fire  Warden  before  kindling  the 
fire.   Any  person  that  does  not  obtain  a  fire  permit,  when  one  is 
required,  is  violating  our  forest  fire  permit  law  and  is  subject 
to  a  court  appearance  and  could  be  fined  up  to  $1,000  and  receive 
a  jail  sentence  of  up  to  one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m. 
unless  it  is  raining.   The  reason  for  this  is  twofold:   the  fire 
danger  increases  steadily  between  9:00  a,m,  and  2:00  p.m.,  then 
subsides  to  a  safe  level  between  2:00  p.  m.  and  5:00  p.m.   This 
happens  because  the  sun  dries  out  the  fine  fuels  that  are  easily 
ignited  and  dries  the  air  which  permits  rapid  fire  spread.   Also 
during  this  part  of  the  day  fire  fighters  are  not  readily  avail- 
able in  most  communities  so  an  escaped  fire  could  burn  longer 
and  cause  greater  damage  before  being  suppressed. 

Your  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  conditions  are  safe  is 
greatly  appreciated.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

The  first  half  of  winter  '83  was  mild  with  a  number  of  small 
"nuisance"  storms.   The  last  half  of  winter  has  given  us  a  couple 
of  storms  of  six  inches  or  more  of  snow  with  two  storms  of  freez- 
ing rain.   This  created  a  base  of  about  two  inches  of  ice  on  the 
roads  making  it  nearly  impossible  to  keep  sand  on  them. 

Summer  '83  -  we  put  two  inches  of  hot  top  on  High  Street  and 
on  a  section  of  Reagan  Road.  We  would  like  to  continue  this  pol- 
icy of  doing  at  least  one  street  a  year  in  the  town  village. 

We  put  hot  top  shim  on  Blackwater  Road,  Jones  Hill  Road, 
South  Road  and  Turnpike  Road.   Farmers  mix  was  used  on  approxi- 
mately one  mile  of  West  Farms  Road  and  the  bridge  on  Blackwater 
Road  was  replanked. 

Two  sections  of  the  River  Road  and  one  section  of  the  old 
Turnpike  Road  were  cut  back  and  widened  which  eliminated  the  prob- 
lem of  snow  removal  that  we've  had  in  the  past. 

Other  maintenance  includes  grading,  cold  patching,  cutting 
and  mowing  brush,  removing  large  rocks,  and  replacing  culverts. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  everyone  for  their  coop- 
eration and  support  which  they  have  given  the  Highway  Department 
over  the  past  few  years.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  —  1983 

The  Planning  Board  went  through  another  slow  year,  although 
we  considered  more  subdivision  proposals  than  we  had  in  the  pre- 
vious year.   The  Planning  Board  approved  six  minor  subdivisions, 
fourteen  transfers  of  property  as  exemptions  to  subdivision  regu- 
lations, and  approved  three  surveys  for  the  purpose  of  boundary 
verification  only.   The  Board  also  approved  one  building  permit 
for  construction  within  the  flood  plain.   One  person  was  appoint- 
ed to  the  Planning  Board  by  the  Canaan  selectmen  to  complete  the 
term  of  a  member  who  had  resigned. 

After  a  long  delay  at  the  town  attorney's  office,  the  final 
revisions  of  the  subdivision  regulations  are  ready  to  be  discuss- 
ed at  public  hearings,  which  are  to  be  held  in  early  1984.   Re- 
vision of  these  regulations  is  necessary  in  order  to  comply  with 
new  state  regulations.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT  —  1983 

Interest  in  the  Conservation  Commission  picked  up  in  1983 
with  the  addition  of  one  new  member,  and  recent  interest  express- 
ed by  a  couple  of  citizens  to  serve  on  the  Commission. 

Several  "dredge  and  fill"  permits  were  processed  over  the 
course  of  the  past  year.   The  Commission  would  like  to  remind  the 
citizens  of  Canaan,  that  state  law  requires  an  application  for  a 
"dredge  and  fill"  permit  be  filed  before  one  alters  state  waters, 
or  areas  adjacent  to  or  areas  affecting  state  waters. 

The  Conservation  Commission  sponsored  a  town  wide  "green  up" 
day  with  the  help  of  several  local  groups,  organizations,  busi- 
nesses and  individuals.   We  would  like  to  repeat  this  event  in 
1984. 

A  local  youth  was  sponsored  by  the  Commission  and  sent  to  a 
Conservation  Camp  operated  by  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of 
New  Hampshire  Forests.   This  was  a  rewarding  experience  for  the 
youth  and  we  hope  the  town  will  benefit  by  an  increased  awareness 
toward  the  conservation  of  the  town's  natural  resources  by  its 
young  people.

The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  a  public,  non-prof- 
it voluntary  association  of  towns  and  cities  in  the  Upper  Valley 
and  Lake  Sunapee  areas.   Our  thirty-One  (31)  communities  are  in 
two  states  and  five  counties. 

The  Council  consists  of  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  profess- 
ional staff.   Each  town  or  city  annually  appropriates  funds  for 
the  Council's  operation  and  sends  two  representatives  to  partic- 
ipate on  the  Board  of  Directors.   The  Board  elects  officers, 
adopts  the  annual  work  program  and  budget,  and  develops  policies 
and  positions  on  issues  that  are  important  to  UV-LSC  communities. 

The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  the  official  organ- 
ization that  brings  towns  and  ci.ties  within  our  region  together. 
By  bonding  together  and  pooling  their  resources,  local  govern- 
ments have  a  highly  trained,  professional  staff  available  to 
them  for  a  wide  variety  of  services.   Areas  of  expertise  include 
land  use  planning,  master  planning,  economic  and  community  de- 
velopment, water  quality  management,  transportation,  housing, 
capital  budgeting,  historic  preservation,  downtown  revilalizat- 
ion,  sold  waste,  recreation  and  fiscal  and  environmental  impact 
analysis.   The  Council  also  serves  as  a  collective  voice  for 
these  towns  and  cities  in  dealings  with  state  and  federal  govern- 
ments, thereby  protecting  and  furthering  the  needs  and  interests 
of  our  communites. 

The  Council  has  undergone  many  changes  over  the  past  year. 
Robert  Varney  was  hired  as  the  new  executive  director,  replacing 
Jan  Olry  who  returned  to  Florida  to  be  closer  to  his  family. 
The  additions  of  Lisa  Mausolf,  historic  preservation  specialist, 
Vickie  Smith,  senior  planner,  Jim  Klinger,  draftsman  and  Barbara 
Belloir,  administrative  assistant,  have  greatly  expanded  the  lev- 
el and  range  of  expertise  available  to  our  communities. 

The  staff  has  been  busy  working  on  a  variety  of  projects 
during  the  past  year.   The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  some 
of  our  activities:

*  reviewed  several  development  proposals  for  local  planning 
boards  and  commissions 

*  served  on  the  Lebanon  Airport's  Citizens'  Advisory  Commit- 
tee, the  Advance  Transit  Advisory  Committee  and  other  spe- 
cial committees 

*  assisted  several  communities  with  the  development  of  local 
master  plans 

*  helped  local  planners  amend  their  zoning  ordinances  and 
subdivision  and  site  plan  review  regulations,  as  well  as 
other  local  ordinances 

*  completed  a  review  of  ten  (10)  communities'  experience 
with  regulating  development  in  floodplains 

*  provided  economic,  population,  housing  and  other  data  to 
communities,  organizations,  banks,  real  estate  firms  and 
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consultants  for  use  in  fiscal  studies,  market  analyses 
and  grant  applications

REPORT  OF  THE 
OLD  MEETING  HOUSE  COMMITTEE  -  1983 

Restoration  work  in  the  Old  Meeting  House  in  1983  was  concen- 
trated on  structural  rehabilitation  of  the  balcony  and  the  ground 
floor.   It  was  found  necessary  to  make  a  structural  analysis  be- 
fore writing  specifications  for  work.   This  analysis  basically 
checked  the  strength  and  stiffness  of  the  girders  and  joists  of 
the  main  floor  and  balcony,  and  of  the  columns  which  support  the 
balcony  at  its  inner  edge.   Subsequent  discussion  and  study  de- 
veloped the  work  program  which  comprised  the  following: 

Repair  existing  under-floor  piers,  level  the  tops,  enlarge 
and  align  the  bearings  of  the  main  floor  girders  on  the  piers. 

Construct  four  additional  piers  to  ensure  proper  support  un- 
der all  balcony  columns. 

Add  stiff eners  to  all  ground  floor  joists,  replace  all  defec- 
tive joists,  and  level  the  floor  bearing  surfaces. 

Completely  replace  ground  floor  sub-flooring  with  new  mater- 
ial. 

Re-lay  finish  flooring  using  original  boards.   Replace  badly 
damaged  boards  with  similar  materials. 

Recondition  balcony  support  columns,  reinstall  and  plumb. 
Adjust  top  bearing  surfaces  to  proper  level  to  give  firm,  even 
support  to  the  balcony  edge  girders. 

Check  balcony  framing  for  structural  defects,  and  repair  or 
replace  damaged  or  missing  members. 

Repair  or  replace  damaged  balcony  floorboards,  and  replace 
missing  floor  with  similar  material. 

The  work  of  making  the  structural  analysis,  preparing  speci- 
fications, and  obtaining  the  analyzing  contractors'  bids  pro- _ 
gressed  rather  slowly.   The  contract  for  the  work  was  placed  in 
October,  and  work  was  started  in  November.   It  was  well  along  to 
completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.   When  it  is  completed  the 
main  part  of  the  building  will  be  ready  for  restoration  of  in- 
terior finish  and  details.   It  is  hoped  to  make  at  least  a  start 
on  this  in  1984 .

MASCOMAS  HOME  HEALTH  SERVICES,  INC. 

Mascoma  Home  Health  Services,  Inc.  with  this  year  starts  its 
16th  year  of  home  health  care  services  to  the  towns  of  Enfield, 
Canaan,  Grafton,  Orange  and  Dorchester.   1983  has  brought  some 
changes,  the  most  sifnif leant  has  been  the  establishment  of  an 
Adult  Group  Day  Care  center  at  the  agency  offices  on  Prospect 
Street  in  Enfield.   This  program  offers  supervised  care  for  those 
eligible  adults,  which  includes  nursing,  rehabilitation  therapy, 
recreational  activities,  and  a  midday  meal.   The  day  care  is  open 
daily  from  9:00  a.  m.  to  3:00  p.  m. ,  and  is  coordinated  by  a  reg- 
istered nurse,  assisted  by  one  staff  person  and  many  volunteers. 

Volunteers  have  always  been  supportive  of  the  agency  ef- 
forts.  It  would  be  very  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  replace 
this  kind  of  help.   The  volunteer  Board  of  Directors,  and  indi- 
vidual program  volunteers  have  given  1904  hours  this  year. 

The  Child  Health  Program  includes  a  Well  Child  Clinic  once  a 
month  on  the  4th  Tuesday,  and  two  dental  clinics,  one  in  the  fall 
and  spring.   Newborn  visits  are  made  by  the  nurse  to  those  par- 
ents who  desire  such  a  visit.   Infant  car   seats  are  available 
for  loan  to  area  residents.   The  total  enrollment  of  the  program 
this  year  is  203  children,  for  the  Town  of  Canaan,  88. 

Home  care  services,  visiting  nurse,  physical  therapy,  occu- 
pational therapy,  home  health  aides,  homemakers  and  soon  to  be 
added  medical  social  service,  are  available  to  all  area  resi- 
dents.  Anyone  can  request  services.  A  nurse  or  a  therapist  will 
make  an  evaluation  visit  and  determine  what  the  need  is.   Further 
visits  will  be  made  under  physician's  orders.

RSA  41:47  (Any  town  at  any  annual  meeting,  under  an 
article  in  the  warrant  for  said  meeting,  may  vote  to 
elect  by  ballot  one  or  more  permanent  constables  or 
police  officers  for  full-time  duty  in  said  town  may 
rescind  such  action  in  like  manner.   No  election  of 
such  permanent  constable  or  police  officer  shall  be 
held  until  the  next  succeeding  annual  meeting  after 
the  vote  of  the  Town,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and 
the  recissions  of  any  such  vote  shall  not  be  effective 
until  the  next  succeeding  annual  meeting. 
Attorney  Baker  said  basically  what  RSA  41:47  "says  is" 
(that  any  town  may  vote  that  the  coming  year  the  town 
is  going  to  elect  one  or  more  permanent  constable  or 
police  officer  and  105:1  deals  with  appointment  of  a 
chief)  . 

RSA  105:1  (Appointment.   The  selectmen  of  a  town,  when 
they  deem  it  necessary  may  appoint  special  police  of- 
ficers who  shall  continue  in  office  during  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Selectmen,  or  until  their  successors  are 
chosen  or  appointed.   The  selectmen  may  designate  one 
of  the  police  officers  as  chief  of  police  or  superin- 
tendent and  as  such  officer  the  chief  of  police  or 
superintendent  shall  exercise  authority  over  and  su- 
pervise or  superintend  other  police  officers,  police 
matrons,  watchmen  or  constables  appointed  under  this 
provision  of  this  Chapter,  and  said  police  officers, 
police  matrons,  watchmen  or  constables  shall  be  ac- 
countable and  responsible  to  said  chief  of  police  or 
superintendent.   Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to 
preclude  or  prevent  a  town  from  electing  contables  or 
police  officers  at  an  annual  town  meeting  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  RSA  41;  a  (41:47)  ). 
The  moderator,  Milton  Wilson,  felt  the  amendment 
changed  the  meaning  of  the  warrant  article,  and  did 
not  accept  the  amendment.   He  gave  the  assembly  the 
chance  to  challenge  his  ruling. 

A  motion  to  move  the  question  was  made  and  seconded, 
but  vote  in  the  negative. 
Discussion  followed  at  length. 
Chief  Putnam  spoke. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  move  the  question  and  so 
voted  by  a  two  third  vote.

If  the  road  is  thrown  up 
there  is  forty  (40)  acres  of  land  on  that  road  I'll 
not  be  able  to  sell  because  it  will  be  land-locked. 
I  have  lived  in  Canaan  for  fifty  five  years  and  I 
hope  the  people  will  cooperate  with  me  and  reject 
this  article,  that  the  town  maintain  the  road." 
Attorney  Don  Koury ,  a  lawyer  from  Lebanon  was  repre- 
senting three  non-residents  (summer  residence)  own- 
ing property  on  the  Lary  Road.   They  had  asked  At- 
torney Koury  to  represent  them  as  they  were  unable 
to  be  at  the  meeting.   The  families  had  several 
concerns; 

"To  throw  this  road  up  it  would  be  very  unfair  to 
them.   As  summer  people  they  do  not  use  the  schools, 
and  the  schools  take  up  about  75%  of  the  tax  dollars, 
it  is  true  of  the  county  portion  of  the  bill  too. 
They  do  not  use  the  courts,  they  do  not  use  the  wel- 
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fare  provided  by  the  county.   It  is  understood  the 
Town  wants  to  close  this  portion  of  the  road  to 
avoid  risk  of  liability  that  might  occur  if  someone 
was  to  go  through  one  of  the  bridges,  that  liability 
is  almost  certainly  insured  and  the  cost  of  any  de- 
fense of  a  law  suit  would  be  picked  up  by  that  in- 
surance.  However,  if  the  Town  does  discontinue  the 
road,  these  residents  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dunn,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Esposito  and  Mr.  Bond  will  have  a  claim  against 
the  town  for  damages  arising  from  the  discontinuance 
of  the  road  and  that  won't  be  covered  by  insurance. 
The  really  important  point  is  the  town  taxes  from 
which  the  summer  residents  benefit  are  a  very  small 
portion  of  the  tax  dollar  they  spend  and  it  would  be 
extremely  unfair  to  leave  them  with  not  maintained 
roads.   The  road  is  not  plowed,  so  there  is  no  win- 
ter cost,  it  is  a  matter  of  taking  care  of  the 
bridges  as  I  understand  it.   I  looked  at  the  reports 
on  the  bridges. 

Harold  Morcombe,  Selectman,  read  the  report  on  the 
bridge,  the  work  that  the  state  had  recommended  to 
be  done . 

There  were  many  voters  speaking  on  this  question, 
Clarence  Eastman,  Frank  Kopczynski,  Charles  Bent  and 
many  others. 

Attorney  Margaret  Wheeler,  lawyer  for  the  estate  of 
Mildred  Munn,  was  allowed  to  speak.   She  said  "Mrs. 
Shuttleworth  mentioned  in  her  initial  presentation 
that  it  is  her  duty  as  administratix  to  protect  the 
value  of  this  land,  the  value  of  that  land  is  going 
to  be  greatly  diminished  if  it  is  on  a  road  whose 
maintenance  is  the  responsibility  of  the  land  owners 
who  abutts  the  road,  she  as  the  administratix  will 
have  no  other  choice  but  to  seek  damages  from  the 
town  if  this  road  is  discontinued.   Attorney  Wheeler 
made  this  disclosure  on  the  behalf  of  Marguerite  as 
her  attorney,  rather  than  to  have  Mrs.  Shuttleworth 
have  to  speak  out  against  her  fellow  towns-people. 
Attorney  Wheeler's  closing  remarks  were  "she  has  no 
other  choice  but  to  persuade  that  avenue" . 
A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  move  the  question.
